REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 
Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after allowance or after an Office 
action under Ex Parte Quayle, 25 USPQ 74, 453 O.G. 213 (Comm'r Pat. 1935). Since 
this application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee 
set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) has been timely paid, prosecution in this application has 
been reopened pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on November 
13, 2008 has been entered. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: None of the 
prior art of record, alone or in combination, discloses a device including, inter alia, an 
elongated body, a clip expander, a clip having a ring and prongs, where the clip 
expander is actuable to resiliently expand the circumference of the ring and actuable to 
release the clip, where the clip expander comprises a sleeve surrounding the body 
which has one end fixed relative to the body, a section of the sleeve intermediate its 
ends being slit longitudinally to form a plurality of splines which can be forced mutually 
outwardly by sliding the other end of the sleeve along the body towards the fixed end of 
the sleeve.
